Local conservationists and 
tourism officials got an early 
Christmas gift last week when two 
federal government agencies waved 
the white flag for a project to drill a 
gas well near the pristine Mason 
Tract, 

An order to dismiss appeals filed 
by the U.S. Forest Service and 
Bureau of Land Management was 
entered in the Sixth Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Cincinnati on Tuesday, 
Dec. 23. In addition, Savoy Energy, 
the Traverse City oil and gas firm 
that applied for the permit to drill 
the gas well near the Mason Tract, a 
stretch of pristine land located on 
the South Branch of the AuSable 
River in 2003, was denied a request 
to intervene in the case. 

The victory in the five-year-legal 
battle comes after U.S. District 
Court Judge David M. Lawson ruled 
in July that an environmental assess- 
ment done by the U.S. Forest 
Service for the proposed well was 
inadequate. Specifically, the judge 
said the federal agency failed to 
address impacts the gas well, the 
noise and the clear cutting of trees 
would have on wildlife and recre- 
ational tourism and failed to 
explore possible alternatives. 

The Anglers of the AuSable, the 
Sierra Club and Tim Mason, the 
grandson of George Mason, fought 
the permit to drill the well in feder- 
al court on behalf of anglers, hikers 
and canoeists.

Theme park 
developers 
face Feb. 5 
financing 
deadline

Developers for a huge theme park 
planned south of Grayling have just over a 
month to prove to the state they have the 
entire $161 million to pull off the project. 

As of New Year’s Day, Axiom 
Entertainment, which wants to build the 
Mainstreet America Inc. theme park on the 
property east of 1-75 and north of Four Mile 
Road, has 36 days to secure financing for 


the project. 
In August, Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) Director 


Rebecca Humphries approved a memoran- 
dum which established sale requirements 
for the 1,800 acres of state land for the 
theme park. The Feb. 5 deadline for the deal 
is quickly approaching. 

Dave Freed, chief of land and facilities 
for the DNR, said state officials have 
received no phone cails, inquirers or corre- 
spondence from the developers over the last 
four months. 

Freed speculates that the lack of commu- 
nication is due to the international wide 
credit crunch,

Mason bequeathed 1,500 
acres of land with 11 miles 
fronting the South Branch 
of the AuSable River to the 
State of Michigan. Mason’s 
gift was under the condition 
that the land be maintained 
in its pristine nature. Over 
the years, the Mason Tract 
has grown to cover 4,500 
acres of state land and has 
become a recreational haven 
for hunters, trout anglers, 
hikers and cross-country 
skiers, The Mason Chapel, a 
shrine built in Mason’s 
honor, has been the site of 
several weddings and a 
place to enjoy some serenity 
overlooking the river, 

Tim Mason, who repre- 
sented the Mason heirs in 
the lawsuit, said the recent 
development in the lawsuit 
will allow his grandfather's 
vision to carry on and pro- 
vides people an opportunity 
to enjoy the quiet solitude 
that he found so therapeutic 
and relaxing. 

“This unique gift that he 
left to the people of 
Michigan and this country 
has provided recreational 
hikers, skiers, canoeists and 
dedicated fishermen and 
sportsmen an opportunity to 
enjoy the outdoors in ways 
that are rare and hard to find 
these days,” Tim Mason 
said. “On behalf of our 
grandfather and the rest of 
the Mason family, we are 
grateful for the efforts of the 
Sierra Club, the Anglers of 
the AuSable and all of the 
volunteers that made this 
happen.” 

Ilene Geiss- Wilson, 
executive director of the 
Grayling Visitors Bureau,

echoed Mason’s sentiments 
regarding volunteers educat- 
ing government officials 
about the impacts and haz- 
ards of the drilling plan. 
“We have opposed the 
drilling all along, since the 
Mason Tract is such a pris- 
tine piece of land, so we’re 
delighted with the decision,” 
Geiss-Wilson said. 
Although the Mason Tract 
is state land, the federal 
government owns rights to 
gas and minerals beneath it 
and leased production rights 
to Savoy Energy. The com- 


pany proposed to. build a 


drilling platform in a por- 
tion of the old growth forest 
of the Huron-Manistee 
Forest. The drilling pad was 
within earshot of the Mason 
Chapel and a two track road 
that leads to the chapel. The 
Bureau of Land 
Management had approved 
the drilling permit and 
placed conditions on the 
drilling and construction 
plans. 

The decision by the U.S. 
Forest Service and Bureau 
of Land Management to 
drop the appeal leaves the 
lower court's ruling in place, 
protecting that area of the 
AuSable River = from 
destructive drilling. 

“This portion of the 
AuSable is the most pristine 
trout stream in the Lower 
Peninsula,” said Rusty 
Gates, president of the 
Anglers of the AuSable. 
“People come here from all 
over the world to enjoy the 
beauty and solitude afforded 
by this river. We’re glad to 
see that it remains protect- 
ed.”

Ken Arbogast, 
spokesperson for the Huron- 
Manistee Forest, said he 
was under the impression 
that the Department of the 
Interior, Savoy Energy and 
oil and gas lobbyists could 
appeal the ruling or file an 
alternative permit request to 
drill. The Department of 
Interior is the federal 
agency that oversees the 
Bureau of Land 
Management and Minerals 
Management Service. 

“Depending on the out- 
come of that discussion with 
Savoy Energy, we will see if 
there is still interest in pur- 
suing the permit,” Arbogast 
said, 

Gates said Savoy Energy 
and government officials 
would likely achieve the 
same results even if they do 
a more comprehensive envi- 
ronmental impact assess- 
ment. 

“The study is going to tell 
them what we already know, 
that this well has a tremen- 
dous impact on the recre- 
ational resources of the 
South Branch and the whole 
area,” Gates said. 

Mark Stozer, field manag- 
er for the Bureau of Land 
Management in Milwaukee, 
said the agency’s decision to 
drop the appeal is final. 

“What the US. 
Department of Justice says 
in a court of law is where we 
stand,” Stozer said. 

Stozer, however, said offi- 
cials would have to entertain 
an alternative permit if the 
proper documents are sub- 
mitted to the U.S. Forest 
Service and Bureau of Land 
Management. 

“They still have a lease 
out there and this case 
revolved around one appli- 
cation to drill, so I’m not 
sure where we will go from 
here,” Stozer said,

Aging has focused on 
senior centers for the last 
two years with the key 
points of identifying the 
various offerings found at 
senior centers and identify- 
ing variable participation 
by adults. 

The magazine feature and 
the state appointment come 
as the COA is exploring 
relocating to the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery in a joint 
venture with the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery Steering 
Committee. The COA 
board is also studying the 
option of building a new 
senior center at two differ- 
ent sites in the community. 

Though most senior cen- 
ters began as basic congre- 
gate meal sites with perhaps 
a pre-lunch game of cards 
thrown in, senior centers 
have been adding services, 
classes and activities to 
reflect the changing needs 
of the senior population. 
Currently, senior centers 
look more like heaith clubs 
or community centers 
rather than senior gathering 
places. And with the emerg- 
ing baby boomer popula- 
tion, senior centers are 
sprucing up, adding on and 
rebranding themselves to 
appeal to the distinct taste 
of the boomers. 

“Senior centers are no 
longer places where you 
just come to play cards and 
eat,” Snyder said. “They are 
places where you get assis- 
tance with activities, daily 
living tssues or legal help. 
For example, we have fund- 
ing to provide housekeep- 
ing services, ‘assistance 
with personal care and 
respite care for caregivers. 
We provide assistance with 


Medicare’ arid Medicaid ‘in’ 
the form .of counseling, 


enrollment and education. 
For other legal issues, we 
refer seniors to the appro- 
priate source based on their 
issues. Centers have really 
become the place where 
seniors can go to get assis- 
tance.” 

The Grayling Senior 
Center brought in the 
Nintendo Wii game system, 
which has become popular 
at senior centers across the 
country since it offers a 
form of gentle, low impact 
exercise and is-a lot of fun. 
The virtual fun is provided 
through a partnership with 
Michigan State University’s 
Teen Connections program. 

Nancy Davis, executive 
director of the Branch 
County Commission on 
Aging, said cards and bingo 
remain popular interests 
with seniors, who have also 
become active in exercise 
classes, healthy cooking 
and eating classes and bal- 
ance and Tai Chi classes. 

“Our older seniors are

definitely not getting 
pushed aside,” said Davis. 
“They love the variety.” 

Senior centers across the 
state are also striving to 
work hand-in-hand with 
other organizations and 
transportation entities as 
they are forced to tighten 
their belts due to budget 
issues, 

“Senior centers ate not 
bound by four walls any- 
more,” said Amy Smyth, an 
advocacy specialist for the 
Area on Aging ia 
Southfield. “Their pro- 
grams might take place on 
trips, a local fitness facility 
or at a nearby library. 
Partnership is the name of 
the game right now.” 

The Grayling Senior 
Center has also offered the 
Grandparents Raising 
Grandchildren classes, and 
has heid a conference 
aimed at helping relatives 
that are raising younger rel- 
atives, 

Hillsdale County Senior 
Services Center, which 
built a new senior center in 
2002, is already in an 
expansion mode. Along 
with exercise rooms and 
computer labs, the center is 
adding an on-site short- 
term respite care facility 
which will take care of 
seniors around the clock for 
anywhere from two days to 
two weeks, while caregivers 
take a break. In addition, it 
will also operate an adult 
day care called the Legacy 
Club, which can accommo- 
date 35 clients, provide 
daytime respite for care- 
givers and provide a change 
of scene and socialization 
for attendees. 

“We identified a growing 
need for short-term respite 
of caregivers so that’ care- 


givers can remain healthy, 


and‘ able to care for their 
more frail loved ones,” said 
Terry Vear, executive direc- 
tor for the Hillsdale County 
Senior Services Center. 
“From a fiscal standpoint, 
providing respite services 
costs substantially less than 


placing a loved one in a 


skilled nursing facility that 


would deplete an individ- 
ual’s retirement funds more 
quickly. And studies show 
that a person who remains 
at home for as long as pos- 
sible is both happier and 
maintains good health 
longer.” 

The Recovery Council, a 
group formed by — the 
Michigan Department of 
Community Health, is part 
of a State Advisory Council 
on Aging initiative to 
reduce stigma and support 
recovery for mental health 
consumers. Part of the edu- 
cation includes the Stigma 
Busters project developed 
through the Northern Lakes 
Community Mental Health, 
which has an office in 
Grayling. The projects 
include storyboards with 
pictures and text to show an 
individual’s path to recov- 
ery. Traditional attendees at 
some senior centers have 
also shunned the frail elder- 
ly with health problems 
coming from care facilities, 
while baby boomers have 
broader interests, seek more 
social activities and are less 
dependent on services. 

Senior centers have been 
urged to provide welcom- 
ing contracts at their facili- 
ties to make new seniors 
feel comfortable. In addi- 
tion, seniors are encouraged 
to advocate for one another. 
At the St. Patrick Senior 
Center in Detroit, seniors 
partner with each other to 
tackle health care issues. An 
advocate arranges trans- 
portation and participates in 
the entire appointment to 
make sure the senior under- 
stands what the doctor is 
saying and that all the 
senior’s issues are being 
addressed. The advocate 
will then make sure the 


senior fills his or her pre- 
scription and follows the 


doctor’s recommendations. 

“The program helps the 
senior who needs to go to 
the doctor and the volun- 
teer who takes him,” said 
Satrice | Coleman-Beits, 
executive director of the St. 
Patrick Senior Center, “In 
fact, every department in

the center is required to 
have a senior volunteer ~ 
administration, finance, the 
medical clinic, maintenance 
and the kitchen. It helps to 
empower the seniors and 
give them a way to con- 
tribute.” 

Mark Jenks, director of 
the Delphi Township’s 
Parks and Recreation 
Department, which runs the 
Sam Corey Senior Citizens 
Center, said Leadership in 
Energy and Environmental 
Design standards were used 
to make their senior center, 
which will open in 2009, as 
environmentally friendly as 
possible. The COA is con- 
sidering using the same 
building guidelines for its 
senior center upgrade. 

“Our seniors are getling a 
kick out of that and [ think 
it will be a draw for 
boomers as well,” Jenks 
said. 

The COA, through a part- 
nership with MSU 
Extension, has participated 
in the Project Fresh pro- 
gram, providing vouchers 
to seniors to purchase fresh 
produce from farm markets 
and roadside stands. 

Along with the regular 
congregate meals at the St. 
Joseph County Senior 
Center, their seniors are 
provided certificates for 
meals at local restaurants. 

“They choose what kind 
of food they want to eat and 
when to eat it,” said Lynn 
Coursey, executive director 
of the St. Joseph County 
Commission on Aging. “It 
really fits in more with 
today’s healthy lifestyle.” 

Mike Lange, a Crawford 
County Commissioner who 
sits on the COA board, said 
Snyder’s state appointment 
and the magazine feature 
bode well for the communi- 
ty and shows senior centers 
are facing the same issues 


_and needs. 


“Obviously, Alice is 
highly regarded in her peer 
group and that’s a good 
thing for Grayling and the 
Commission on Aging,” 
Lange said. “We’re excited — 
and are moving forward.”

I dare not travel to Crawford 
County with my pit bull mix 


To the editor: 

As a visitor to Crawford 
County, I believe it has a lot 
to offer if you love the out- 
doors. The snowmobiling 
and cross country skiing are 
great and the hiking and 
canoeing are world class. I 
will, however, not be spend- 
ing my tourist dollars in 
your county. I dare not 
travel to Crawford County 
with my sweet, affectionate 
dog Hope, as she is a pit bull 
mix. It seems that if a per- 
son claims to have felt 
threatened by a pit bull, or a 
bully type dog, that is 
enough to have _ the 
Crawford County animal 
control officer spirit your 
animal away, have it 
declared dangerous _ and 
demand that it be put to 
sleep. 

It doesn’t matter that the 
animal did not bite, has 
never bitten anyone or has 
never had a single complaint 
in the past. It doesn’t mat- 
ter if the animal is Just an 8 
month old puppy when the 
complaint was made, it can 
be ordered to its death. 

Consider the case of 
Shelby and Riley. In July, 
they followed a man on his 
bike as he rode along the 
back of the dog owner’s 
property. Eight month old 
Riley began to follow the 
biker, so the man stopped, 
got off his bike and con- 
fronted the dog. Riley was 
joined by his 12 month old 
pal, Shelby. The man felt 


threatened so he pretended — 


to throw things at them, 
squirted water and began to 
poke at them with a long 
stick. Still, the dogs did 
not bite him. They barked. 
As soon as the owner 
noticed that the dogs had 
dug out of their kennel, she 
called them and they tumed 
away from the frightened 
biker and went home. The 
incident was reported to the 
animal control officer that 
day (seems the biker must 
know her as he rode directly 
to her home, right past the 
house where the dogs live.) 
The owners were issued a 
citation because the dogs 
were out. The dog kennel 
was placed on a concrete 
pad so that the dogs would 

not be able to get out again. 
End of story, right? Net by 
a long shot. 

Four months and one 
week later, the animal con- 
trol officer came to the 
owner’s home and took the 
dogs. Shelby and Riley 
had been declared danger- 
ous and were to be eutha- 
nized, Keep in mind the fact 
that there had been no other 
complaints filed on these 
dogs and there was no bite. 
The dogs were impounded 
and waited three weeks for a 
hearing. It seems that if I 
accuse a dog in Crawford 
County it will automatically 
be assumed guilty. 
Perhaps that rule only 
applies to pit bulls or other 
breeds that are on the 


Animal Control officer’s hit 
list. Dog trainer Tracy 
Holland examined the dogs 
and found no signs of 
aggression in them. The 
Crawford County shelter 
staff have dealt with the 
dogs for a month and found 
them to be “easy going and 
friendly.” Neighbors and 
family members gave the 
dogs good reports. That 
meant nothing in court. 
Judge Burmeister disregard- 
ed anything except the “vic-, 
tim’s statement.” The victim 
incidentally could not be 
cross examined by the dog 
owner’s lawyer as he has 
since been deployed. 

The dog owners are plan- 
ning to appeal, but time is 
running out for the two 
dogs. These people are 
spending every penny they 
have to defend their dogs. 
Merry Christmas. Too bad 
they don’t own a couple of 
yellow labrador retrievers, If 
that were the case, none of 
this would have happened. 
They would not have auto- 
matically been considered 
threatening and there would 
be no case. Chances are real- 
ly good that they wouldn’t 
even be given a citation for 
an animal at large if they 
owned the right breed of dog 
and knew the right people.

An economic ditch 


There’s no doubt now 
that the entire nation — not 
just Michigan — is tn a very 
deep economic ditch. 
Income is down for the 
median-income family, and 
purchasing power is down 
even further, We’ve lost 
over 3.5 million manufac- 
turing jobs since January 
2001. Unemployment con- 
tinues to climb, houses are 
being foreclosed upon and 
every Michigan citizen has 
seen gas prices skyrocket. 

Earlier this year, as the 
economy was heading 
downhill, but long before 
the extent of the decline 
was Clear, Congress passed 
an economic stimulus bill 
‘that provided rebate checks 
to taxpayers across the 
country. 

Unfortunately, that bill 
did not include some of the 
critical stimulus initiatives 
that a number of us pushed 
for at the time. But,.it’s still 
not too late to provide 
much-needed further stim- 
ulus. 

A second stimulus. bill 
should invest in roads, 
bridges, airports and trans- 
portation to improve our 
infrastructure and quickly 
get people to work. It 
should extend renewable 
energy tax credits that 
encourage investments in 
alternative energy sources 
that are creating jobs in 
Michigan. It should extend 
unemployment insurance 
for workers who are strug- 
gling to find a job and pro- 
vide support for states to 
extend health care coverage 
to the citizens who have 
lost their jobs and lost their 
health care in this tough 
economy. And it should 
make loans available to 
help automotive manufac- 
turers to retool so that they 
can build more fuel effi- 
cient vehicles. 

Each of these measures 
will get jobs and money 
into communities across 
Michigan and across the 
nation. This is particularly 
important because prices 
are rising on everything 
from health care to house- 


. 


hold items. In fact, accord- 
ing to the Department of 
Labor, retail prices recently 
jumped 5.6 percent from a 
year ago, the largest 
increase since 1982. 

At a time when the feder- 
al government is spending 
huge sums to bail out large 
financial corporations that 
have contributed to our cur- 
rent economic challenges, 
we cannot lose track of reg- 
ular Americans. 

Getting people back to 
work and getting money 
back into the economy in 
communities across the 
country is critical to restore 
confidence in the economy. 

While an economic stim- 
ulus package can help in 
the short and mid-term, the 
nation also needs a long- 
term economic plan. That 
plan should include support 
for our manufacturers to 
ensure that American 
workers are facing foreign 
competitors on a level play- 
ing field and that health 
care costs and energy costs 
do not undercut their com- 
petitiveness. 

Additionally, any com- 
prehensive economic plan 
must include a return to fis- 
cal responsibility. At the 


beginning of the decade,. 


the U.S. Treasury had a 
projected budget surplus of 
over $5 billion. But, instead 
of surpluses, the last eight 
years have seen record 
deficits and our national 
debt is now approaching 
$10 trillion. That is money 
that we must pay off even- 
tually and right now we’re 
leaving it entirely on the 
backs of our children and 
grandchildren. 

Citizens are facing an 
economic crisis worse than 
anything we've experi- 
enced in decades. I will 
keep fighting in Congress 
for economic stimulus - 
the sooner the better ~ and 
for a comprehensive eco- 
nomic plan to get our 
nation back on track.

IRS reminds taxpayers 
to take advantage of

With little more than a 
week left in 2008, the 
Internal Revenue Service

First-Time Homebuyers - 


Tax Credit — Taxpayers 
who purchase a primary 
home between April 9, 
2008, and June 30, 2009, 
can apply for this credit. 
The credit equals 10 per- 
cent of the purchase price 
of the home up to a maxi- 
mum of $7,500. The credit 
must be paid back in equal 
payments over 15 years. 
First-time homebuyers are 
those who have not owned 
a home in the three years 
prior to a purchase. 

Real Estate Tax 
Deduction — There is an 
additional standard deduc- 
tion for those who don’t 
or can’t itemize their tax 
deductions, but pay real 
estate taxes. The addition- 
al deduction amount is 
equal to the amount of real 
estate taxes paid up to $500 
for single filers or $1,000 
for joint filers. This 
deduction is available for 
tax years 2008 and 2009.

Students have slime time at Kirtland 
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Not all economic news is bad, study says

There may be light ahead 
for Michigan’s economy, at 
least in the long-term, two 
nonprofit institutions say. 

Despite the highest unem- 
ployment rate in 16 years 
and a failing auto industry, 
the 2008 State New 
Economy Index ranks 
Michigan’s potential for eco- 
nomic success 17th in the 
nation, up two spots from 
last year, 

The index doesn’t mea- 
sure economic performance 
or how good jobs are, but 
whether the state has the 
ability to move forward suc- 
cessfully, said Robert 
Atkinson, president of one of 
the study sponsors, the 
Information Technology & 
Innovation 


(TIP), 
“We know what the build- 


ing blocks of success are,” 
he said. 
measure of how strong those 
building blocks are for each 
state. If you don’t have those 
building blocks, it’s going to 
be a lot harder to be success- 
ful.”

ITIF and Kansas City, Mo.- 
based Ewing Marion 
Kauffman Foundation pro- 
duced the report to gauge 
states’ progress toward a 


more global, knowledge- 
based economy. 
“The index suggested 


there are some assets in 
Michigan that could be taken 
advantage of going forward 
in the future,’ Atkinson said. 

For example, the state 
ranks eighth in education 
levels among immigrants, he 
said. That’s considered good 
for the economy because 
immigrants create more fast- 
growing, high-wage compa- 
nies than other groups. 

‘Michigan also ranks No. | 
in the e-government catego- 
ry, he said, 

“For example, the ability 
of citizens to go online and 


.. register a business or con- 


duct business with the gov- 
ernment is good,” he said. 

And the state ranks I Ith in 
‘foreign direct investment, 
Atkinson added. 

“For instance, Toyota is 
opening up a research and 
development facility in 
Michigan,” he said. 

According to Kauffman 


Foundation economist Tim 
Kane, the state has a strong 
research and development 
industry. 

Kane said the state ranked 
high in its supply of human 
capital but low in entrepre- 
neurship. He added he is 
worried Michigan suffers 
from a “brain drain” because 
it’s losing entrepreneurs to 
other states. 

“Education levels of the 
Michigan workforce are 
high, but it doesn’t translate 
to a lot of risk-taking in 
small businesses,” he said. 

Michigan State University 
economist Paul Menchik 
said the weak economy 
means people are more 
unwilling to invest in busi- 
ness ventures. 

Michigan’s manufacturing 
industry is less productive 
than. the. national. average, 
according to the report. 

“There’s been a general 
reduction in the role of man- 
ufacturing’” in the state, 
Menchik added. ‘Michigan 
is declining in manufactur- 
ing, just the way the United 
States has. I don’t see we’re 
better or worse than any 
other state.” 


As some manufacturing 
companies phase out of 
Monroe County, the county’s 
Industrial Developinent 
Corp. has been able to attract 
about 17 research and devel- 
opment companies from 
northwest Ohio, said its 
president, Bill Morris. 

“We have been able to cre- 
ate unique expansion of 
about 120 jobs, but it has 
been slow,” he said. 

Sen. Jason Allen, R- 
Traverse City, said the state’s 
strongest economic invest- 
menis were in expanding its 
tourism industry, providing 
incentives for the film indus- 
try and redeveloping down- 
town areas. 

And Bridget ° Beckman, 
public relations officer for 
the Michigan Economic 
Development Corp., said, 
“We're working hard to 
leverage Michigan’s tremen- 
dous capacity for innovation 
to develop those high tech 
sectors, like alternative ener- 
gy and the life sciences, that 
will stabilize and grow our 
economy.”

_ Gaila Gilliland, director of 
the Crawford County 
Economic Development 
Partnership, remains more 
hopeful on the theme park 
project. She said she is in 
constant contact with Patrick 
Crosson, the project manag- 
er for Axiom Entertainment, 
and that hasn’t changed 
since the public was made 
aware of the project in June 
2007. 

“The project is still mov- 
ing forward and he is still 
working on things,” 
Gilliland said. 

Pete Kocefas, the owner of 


Sledheads of Frederic and a 
local real estate broker, said 
the local economy needs a 
shot in the arm, but 
prospects of the theme park 
developers, or any other 
business owners seeking to 
develop the property, look 
slim at this point. 

“There’s really nobody 
standing in line to purchase 
the property,” Kocefas said. 

Kocefas said he considers 
building a theme park in the 
Grayling area as a “silly 
idea.” 

“Crawford County needs 
something, but they don’t 
need that,’ Kocefas said.

Marvin Roberson, a forest 
ecologist for the Sierra Club, 
was even more critical of the 
project. 

“The guy never had the 
financing, he never had the 
chance to get financing for a 
theme park that requires 
people to spend their discre- 
tionary income:for it to be 
successful,” Roberson said. 
“This is a flat out impossibil- 
ity even if he had a good idea 
for a theme park.” 

Developers are proposing 
that the park would include 
roller coasters, a race track, a 
water park, the world's 
tallest Christmas tree and 
Ferris wheel, a World War II 
aircraft carrier and an area 
where Christmas is celebrat- 
ed all year long. They said it 
would create 2,000 jobs, 700 
of which would be full-time 
positions, and would have an 
annual payroll of $25 mil- 
lion. 

The last action taken on 
the theme park by the DNR 
and the developers occurred 
in September, when about 
260 acres of land from the 
initial purchase agreement 
was trimmed from the 
request.

Sophomore 
forward Kaylon Leslie 
(Whittemore-Prescoitt) 
chipped in 20 points and 
grabbed a team-high cight 
boards to go with three 
assists, three steals and one 
block against Wayne. 

Freshman forward 
Tornisha Jones (Mt. 
Clemens) led the Wildcats 
with 23 points, 13 boards, 
three steals and one assist. 

Ritter said Jones’ ability to
